School Work Will be 
Given by University

Monday. -May 1. the L'niver- 
sity of Southern California will 
offer' an intensive training 
com so for students who wish 
to qualify as teachers, in nurs­ 
ery schools and child-care cen­ 
ters. This training will prepare 
them to obtain the temporary 
permit gianted by the state de­ 
partment of education to teach 
in nursery schools in California.
